REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for his careful review of this application. Claims 4, 5, 
and 6 have been cancelled. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the application 
in view of the above amendment and the following remarks submitted in support thereof. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 8102: 

The Examiner, in the Final Office Action rejected claims 4-6 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(b), as being anticipated by Oberman et al. (US Pat. 6,298,367). In response, Applicants 
submitted an Amendment on June 22, 2005. However, the Examiner, in the advisory action, 
asserted that the Amendment inserts new features, which require further consideration and 
search from the Examiner. Although the Applicants believe the Amendment does not insert 
new features, the Applicants cancelled claims 4-6 to expedite the prosecution of this 
application.
